HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


During 1963 the Central Illinois Mayors Association requested the Illinois 
Municipal League to undertake a study of police training in the State of Illinois. 
Early in 1964 League President Homer C. Clark of Salem appointed a police training 
committee and named Mayor Emmerson V. Dexter of Champaign as its chairman. 
Other members of this committee were: former Mayor Carus 8. Icenogle, Mattoon; 
Mayor Nelson Howarth, Springfield; Mayor Byron Holkenbrink, Jacksonville; 
Mayor James F. Arndt, Moline; James H. May, Police Chief, Decatur; Silver 
Suarez, Police Chief, Springfield; Eugene G. Moody, City Manager, Bloomington; 
Warren Browning, City Manager, Champaign, and Don Derning, Police Chief, 
Winnetka. Mayor Dexter and his committee held a series of meetings in which the 
problem of training local policemen was thoroughly studied and reviewed, with the 
thought in mind of State assistance being provided in some way to the local 
communities. Many of this original committee felt some mandatory requirements 
should be set up by the State as to the selection and training of new officers by 
local communities. However, after considerable discussion this approach was 
deemed impractical because it would seemingly involve a further infringement on 
"home rule." It was feared if mandatory regulations were set up the necessary 
support to get a bill through the Legislature could not be mustered. 


Thoughts were then directed toward evolving a plan of action which would 
encourage local communities to train their new officers under a State-coordinated 
program and with State financial assistance on a matching-fund basis. 


All along the way this special committee held conferences with various 
interested groups, especially in the law enforcement field. Finally as a result 
of the committee's deliberations a bill was drafted and was introduced into the 
legislature by Senator Everett R. Peters of St. Joseph. The House sponsor was 
Representative Leo Pfeffer of Seymour. This bill (S.B. 664) carried with it an 
appropriation of $800,000 of State funds to be disbursed to local governmental 
units participating in the program. It immediately received organized backing 
from various groups, including the Illinois Association of Chiefs of Police, the 
Illinois Sheriffs Association, the Illinois Police Benevolent and Protective 
Association, the Illinois Police Association, the Cook County Sheriffs Department, 
the Chicago Police Department, and the AFL-CIO State, County and Municipal 
Employees Union, 


The bill successfully passed both Houses and was approved by Governor 
Otto Kerner on August 17, 1965. This Act is known and is cited as the "Illinois 
Police Training Act." 
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SALIENT PROVISIONS OF THE BILL 


Basically this bill recognizes the responsibility of the State in encouraging 
and aiding local governmental units in their efforts to raise the level of local law 
enforcement by up-grading and maintaining a high level of training for law enforce- 
ment officers. It provides for the establishment of a 16-member Board to develop 
and administer the program. This Board is empowered with the duty and authority 
to select and certify schools within the State of Illinois for the purpose of providing 
basic training for new police officers sometime within six months from the date of 
initial employment or within the probationary period. 


The Board was also authorized to adopt rules and minimum standards for 
such schools. 


Any local governmental unit electing to participate in the program shall so 
provide by local ordinance or resolution, a copy of which shall be filed with the 
Board. This resolution in substance must declare that for initial or continued 
participation in the State program a local governmental unit must require that 
before an individual may commence regular employment as a policeman he must 
have been certified by the Board as having successfully completed an approved 
training course. 


In regard to the special fund established under this Act, the bill states 
"Moneys in this fund shall be expended for the purpose of paying necessary and 
proper expenses of the Board and for payment to local governmental units which 
participate in the training program. The Board, not later than July 1, 1966, and 
in each year thereafter, shall reimburse the local governmental units participating 
in the training program in an amount equalling 1/2 of the total sum paid by them 
during the previous year for tuition at training schools, salary of trainees while 
in school, necessary travel expenses and room and board or $500 for each trainee, 
whichever is less. No more than 60% of any appropriation under this Act shall be 
spent in any one county in this State. If at the time of the annual reimbursement 
to local governmental units participating in the training program there is nota 
sufficient amount of money in the special fund in the State Treasury to make 
reimbursement in full, the fund shall be apportioned among the participating local 
governmental agencies." 


SELECTION OF BOARD MEMBERS 
The Act provided the Board shall be composed of 16 members, selected 
as follows: "The Attorney General of the State of Illinois, the Superintendent of 


Highway Police of Illinois, the Superintendent of the Chicago Police Department, 
the Director of the Illinois Police Training Institute, the Special Agent in Charge 
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of the Springfield, Illinois, Division of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and 
the following to be appointed by the Governor: 2 mayors or village presidents 
of Illinois municipalities, 2 Illinois county sheriffs, 2 managers of Illinois 
municipalities, 3 chiefs of municipal police departments in Illinois having no 
Superintendent of the Police Department on the Board and 2 Citizens of Illinois 
who shall be members of an organized enforcement officers' association which 
has no other members on the Board other than the chief of a municipal police 
department, the Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the 
Superintendent of Highway Police of Illinois, a county sheriff or deputy sheriff. 
The appointments of the Governor shall be made on the first Monday of August 
in 1965 with 3 of the appointments to be for a period of one year, 3 for 2 years, 
and 3 for 3 years. Their successors shall be appointed in like manner for terms 
to expire the first Monday of August each 3 years thereafter, All members shall 
serve until their respective successors are appointed and qualify. Vacancies 
shall be filled by the Governor for the unexpired terms." 


As can be seen from the listing of the Board members at the beginning 
of this report, representation is had from various areas of law enforcement 
throughout the State as well as individuals directly involved in municipal affairs. 
Many of the Board members have distinguished themselves in public life. 


At the first meeting of the Board, held on Thursday, September 23, 1965, 
at Chicago, Illinois, Chief of Police Silver Suarez of Springfield was elected 
Chairman of the group and John E. Dever, City Manager of Decatur, Vice Chairman, 
Ervin H. Warren, Director of the Illinois Police Training Institute, was selected 
as the Board's Secretary. In this connection, it is noted that Mr. Warren retired 
from his position at the University of Illinois in August, 1966, and Mr. Charles 
R. Taylor, as the new Director of the Illinois Police Training Institute, is now 
the new Secretary of the Board. Chairman Silver Suarez and Vice-Chairman John 
E. Dever were re-elected to their respective positions on September 20, 1966. 


It is anticipated the two sheriffs originally named to the Board, James 
Elam of Fulton County and James Christensen of Sangamon County, will shortly 
be replaced by the Governor since they no longer hold the positions by virtue of 
which they were originally appointed to the Board. 


SELECTION OF EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR 


After several months of reviewing qualifications of approximately 85 
applicants for the position of Executive Director of the Board, Mervin G. O'Melia 
of Andalusia, (Rock Island County) Illinois, was appointed to this position by the 
Board. He assumed his official duties on March 15, 1966. Mr. O'Melia is a 
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retired Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, having served with 
that organization in various capacities for 29 years. He was to a great extent 
involved in police training during his years of service with this Federal organiza- 
tion. At the time of his retirement he was Senior Resident Agent of the FBI office 
at Rock Island, Illinois. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF CURRICULUM FOR MINIMUM BASIC COURSE 


A minimum basic course of 160 hours instruction has been adopted by the 
Board as the training which will be required of recruit local police officers serving 
in those communities electing to participate in this program, Much thought, study 
and research went into the development of this basic course. Every topic involved 
in this course of instruction was placed there because the Board felt training in 
these particular and specific areas was needed by every new officer if he hoped 
to function effectively on the beat or in the squad car.

INSTRUCTORS 


In order to emphasize the practical aspects of this recruit training 
program, instructors, for the most part, are drawn from the ranks of established 
law enforcement agencies such as the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Illinois 
State Police, and major police departments. Local judges and attorneys are used 
in many instances for the legal subjects. Specialists are brought in, when 
necessary, to handle a particular subject matter adequately. 


The Board reviews the qualifications of each individual instructor before 
he is approved as such. 


It should be noted the instructors in most instances teach without cost 
as they are already being paid a salary by the governmental agencies which make 
their services available as a cooperative measure. 
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It is believed special recognition should be given to the staff of the 
Police Training Institute, University of Illinois, Division of University Extension, 
which has been more than cooperative in furnishing competent supervision and 
instruction for several of the basic training sessions already held. Much credit 
is due the Institute for getting the recruit training program "off the ground." 


ADOPTION OF RULES AND REGULATIONS 


Again after considerable deliberation the Board adopted a specific set 
of rules and regulations governing the activities of the Board and the implementa- 
tion of the program in detail. This document was officially filed as required by 
law with the Secretary of State's Office on July 26, 1966. 


PARTICIPATION OF GOVERNMENTAL UNITS 


When the Board met on May 3, 1966, there were 30 municipalities and 
one county which had passed the necessary resolution to train new police officers 
under the provisions of the Illinois Police Training Act. This number had increased 
to 113 municipalities and 4 counties by September 15th. As of December 31, 1966, 
there were 149 municipalities and 8 counties "signed up." 


The geographical breakdown of the cooperating municipalities looked 
like this: 


Chicago Metropolitan Area 93 
Northern Area 36 
Southern Area (south of Springfield) 20

A goal of 100% participation of all cities of 5000 or more by the end of 
1967 is not unrealistic. 


It is anticipated that many additional counties will enter into the program 
now that new sheriffs have been elected and have assumed their duties. Special 
emphasis will be exerted in this direction after the first of the year. 


It is interesting to note the municipalities which have entered the program 
represent a total population of over 6,500,000 citizens. This is approximately 65% 


of the total State population.

The foregoing figures do not include recruit officers trained at the Chicago 
Police Academy. Through the end of December, 1966, 702 Chicago recruits and 21 
new officers from Chicago suburbs were afforded training at the Chicago training 
center. It is noted the Chicago Academy course is considerably longer (14 weeks) 
than the minimum basic course prescribed by the Board. Some police agencies prefer 
to afford their new officers this more extensive basic training, and therefore utilize 
the facilities of the Chicago Police Academy whenever possible. 


The total number of officers who received the benefits of the State- 
assisted program during the calendar year 1966 can then be said to be:

The 21 suburban officers trained at the Chicago Police Academy were all 
from communities in Cook County. Further analysis indicates that of the 334 officers 
trained (excluding Chicago policemen), 124 were from suburbs in Cook County and 
210 from units outside Cook County. 
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A recent tabulation of the estimated "police population" of Illinois 
(exclusive of Federal, State and County officials) indicates there are approximately 
16,000 policemen in the State. Of this number, about 13,500 are located in the 
Greater Chicago metropolitan area, with over 10,600 in the City of Chicago alone. 
Thus Chicago has approximately two-thirds of all municipal police in Illinois. 


ANTICIPATED TRAINING IN 1967 


It is estimated an average of 55 new officers (outside of Chicago) will 
need basic training each month during 1967, for a total of 660. Chicago officials 
have furnished data indicating as many as 1,276 recruits are expected at their 
Academy in 1967. The grand total for 1967 thus appears to be an estimated 1,936 
new officers to be trained under the Act in 1967, under its present provisions. 


Schools offering the basic course have already been scheduled for 
January and February at Alton, Arlington Heights, Evanston and Champaign. 


FUTURE SCHOOLS SCHEDULED 


(1) January 2 - February 24 (8 weeks). Evanston Police Academy 

(2) January 9 - February 3. Arlington Heights Police Department 
(Northwest Police Academy) 

(3) January 16 - February 10. Alton Campus, Southern Illinois 
University, Alton 

(4) February 6 - March 3. Police Training Institute, University of 
Illinois, Champaign. 


Other sessions continuing throughout 1967 are in the planning stages at 
various sites. The established goal of the Board is to have at least one of these 
basic training schools available somewhere in the State of Illinois each month. 
Established educational institutions are utilized wherever possible. The desirability 
of this is obvious. It is hoped as the program progresses all of this basic training 
can be centered in three or four locations at the most. This will serve to establish 
uniformity in the instruction, supervision and administration. 


The average cost to the State per trainee to date, including those trained 
at the Chicago Police Academy, is $327.34. It is anticipated this cost will increase 
during the period covered by the 1967-1969 biennium, mainly because police salaries 
generally are being forced upward in the various communities in order to attract 
recruits. 
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STATUS OF PRESENT APPROPRIATION AS OF DECEMBER 31, 1966 


Senate Bill 664 carried a lump sum appropriation of $800,000 for the 
1965-1967 biennium. Because of time consumed in administrative organizational 
details, the first session of the basic training course was not held until June 13, 
1966, when the first group of recruit officers assembled at the Police Training 
Institute, University of Illinois, Champaign. Because of this late start, it appears 
about $100,000 of the original appropriation will go unused this biennium. 


As of December 31, 1966, the total claims received from local govern- 
mental units for reimbursement from the State fund were as follows:

The present Act states in part "No more than 60% of any appropriation 
under this Act shall be spent in any one county in the State." Because of this 
limitation the claims from Cook County will undoubtedly have to be paid on a pro- 
rata basis, as it appears the $480,000 (60% of the $800,000) limitation will be 
exceeded by the total claims emanating from governmental units in Cook County. 
This, of course, is for the most part due to the large number of recruits being 
trained each month by the Chicago Police Department.

1967-69 BUDGETARY REQUEST 


At a meeting of the Board held in Chicago on September 20, 1966, a 
budgetary request totalling $858,052 was approved for the 1967-69 biennium to continue 
the police training program under the present provisions of the Act. This budgetary 
request would cover only the basic training of new recruit officers as at the present 
time, 


EXPANSION NEEDS 


At this same meeting, on September 20, the Board also went on record 
as favoring expansion of the present program if possible so that State aid would be 
available for the whole wide spectrum of police training. It was felt the basic 
training should not only be available to the newly-appointed officer, but also to 
any officer, no matter what his length of service, if the training would be of benefit 
to him. 


In addition, the training program should cover areas such as advanced- 
basic, supervisory, command level, and specialized fields. Thus every local law 
enforcement officer in the State could be assisted in improving his skills and 
knowledge, from the raw recruit to the chief of police. Such a program would be 
of tremendous value in improving the over-all effectiveness of local law enforcement 
throughout the State. 
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The Board is also of the opinion the present 60% restriction on money 
spent in any one county should be eliminated. It is felt such limitation in the 
disbursement of State financial aid in this police training program is undesirable 
and is, in fact, discriminatory in nature. 


Specific proposals along these lines have been made available to 
Governor Otto Kerner and to leading members of the legislature, including Senator 
Everett R. Peters, the original sponsor of the Illinois Police Training Act, and 
Senator W. Russell Arrington, Majority Leader of the Senate. The Board is hopeful 
the legislature will recognize the importance of this total program and see fit to 
broaden the aspect of the present bill. 


In the words of the distinguished Director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, J. Edgar Hoover, "Increased professional police training is no 
longer a desirable goal, no longer a matter of choice for United States law 
enforcement. It is an absolute necessity." 
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
